Another unsuccessful attempt to rob the Gettysburg 
postoffice, the second in eight months, was made early today 
by four men who w<?re frightened away after setting off a 
charge of nitroglycerine in the combination of the vault door. 
They secured no loot.

The noise of the explosion aroused John C. Shealer, East 
High street, former Adams county sheriff, who hurried to the 
porch of his home. As he appeared on the porch, one of the 
quartet, who was acting as lookout for the three who had 
forced their way into the federal building, sounded the horn 
on an automobile, parked near the Presbyterian church on 
East High street. 
At the signal, Mr. Shealer saw the shadowy forms of 
three men run around the postoffice between the federal 
building and the Compiler building on Baltimore street. 
He 
next saw the trio come up Baltimore street, in front of the 
postoffice, cross East High street, get into the machine antf 
drive away. 
Make Getaway In«Car 
Mr. Shealer expected the car to pass his house when it 
Marted away because it was parked facing him, but the 
would-he thieves backed out onto Baltimore street, and start­ 
ed off toward Center Square. 
The explosion knocked the dial off the front of the 
vault door, but failed to break the combination inside as the 
robbers expected. 
In their hasty exit, the safe crackers left behind a two- 
foot iron bar and a heavy hammer. A copy of the Cumber­ 
land. Maryland, Evening Times, dated November 30. was 
found on East High street, where the intruders’ Machine was 
parked, lending strength to a theory that the gang was from 
the Maryland city.

HEN Beethoven was bora, Mozart was 14 years of age. Goethe 
21—and Napoleon had just been placed in a crib in a humble 
home on the island of Corsica. 
And now, more than century after the death of this rem ark­ 
able musician and composer, Ludwig says th at “posterity 
dares 
approach this man only with bowed head.” 
Bays this same w riter: 
“ He was a fighter, a stormer, a wonder-worker who 
forged 
his 
dreams 
am! 
disappointments 
into tones, wrought them 
into a 
precious 
substance 
which 
he raised 
above 
the waters, 
up to 
H eaven” 
At tho age of six Beethoven was recognized as a musical prod­ 
igy. 
He played the piano anti the violin and gave public exhibi­ 
tions of his remarkable skill at this age.

New York.—The bright lights of 
Broadway have been augmented by 
14,800 new bulbs, in a sign five 
feet high and 380 feet long which 


I runs clear around the triangular 
I New York Times building in For- 
! ty-second street.

Its 1,900 square feet make it I. 
the biggest sign, in area, in Times 
Square, although not all of it is 
visible from any single point be- 
belts the building on 
which it is mounted. It is to serve 
as a news bulletin board for The 
Times, and it got its initiation on 
election night, when its moving 
letters and figures were legible to 
crowds eight blocks away. 
The sign embodiea the same 
principle of travelling characters 
which is incorporated in automobile 
signs above Times Square, over 
Tremont street, Boston, and over 
Michigan boulevard at Randolph 
street, Chicago, and in motor oil 
sign on tho Atlantic City pier. 
The loiterer in Times Square 
sees rn word begin to spell itself 
out, moving across tho Seventh 
avenue face of Hie sign. Then it 
turns a corner and move. 
along 
the Broadway facade, and finally 
it completes ita circuit along the 
Forty-second street side. Whereas 
other such signs repeat the same 
sentence or sentences over and 
over, this one carries a con­ 
stantly changing stream of news 
bulletins. 
Behind this parade of 
letters in lights are a complex 
mechanism 
assembled 
on the 
fourth floor of tho Times build­ 
ing, 15 years of experiment, and 
the story of a nervous breakdown 
which led to its invention.

A Railroad story of Thrills A Suspense

Ripple* In A Pool 
Frank C. Reilly, the inventor, 
wa* recuperating from a collapse 
in 1913 in a sanitarium near New 
York. One day, sitting on a 
bench beside a pool, he got to 
watching ripple* in the water. 
Why, he wondered, could not elec­ 
tric light move in ripples across 
a field of lamps, with moving 
brushes making and unmaking the 
contacts which 
illuminated the 
bulbs? 
At first his moving-latter sign 
needed several men to operate it. 
It is automatic now, except where 
the sentences constantly change, 
as in The Times sign, which re­ 
quires one man to compose the 
sentences from 
slim fabricated 
slabs 
called 
“letter elements.” 
When letters and spaces have been 
arranged, the frame holding them 
is inserted in a magazine which 
runs along a narrow track. Brushes 
form contacts, as the letters ride 
along, which spell the words in 
lights. 
The lamps are 20-watt bulbs fill­ 
ed with special gas to enable 
quick extinguishment. It will be 
necessary, it is estimated, to re­ 
place 1,600 to 
1,700 exhausted 
lamps each month. 


The Moth And The Flame 
Right now The Times sign is a 
novelty. But the fascination of 
Broadway’s electric signs grips 
habitues of the street as firmly as 
it does those who are gazing at the 
seres of illumination for the first 
time. 
Charles P, Steinmetz, the elec­ 
trical wizard who died several 
years ago, used to climb to the 
roof of a Times Square skyscraper 
night after night, when he was in 
New York, to watch the signs 
along the street turned off, one by 
one, in the hour after midnight. 
To him it was the most enthralling 
of the city’s spectacles.
